THB LIFE-SAVING SERVICE. 


A Greater Degree of Efficiency Thap Ever 
Before Reported. 

_ WASHINGTON, November 28.—The following 
is an abstract of the report of the general 
superintendent of the life-saving service: At 
tbe close of the last fiscal year, the establish- 
ment embraced 211 stations, 165 being on the 
Atlantic, 38 on the lakes, 7 on the Pacitic and 
one atthe falls of the Ohio, Louisville, Ky. 
The number of disasters to documented ves- 
sela within the ficld of station opera- 
tions during the year was 322. 
There were on board these vessels 
2,726 persons, of whom 2,699 were saved and 
27 jost. The numberof shipwrecked persons 
who received succor at the stations was 807, 
to whom 2,000 days relief in the aggregate was 
aforded, The estimated value of the vessels 
involved in the disasters was $1425 530, and 
that of their cargoes $2,073,805, making the 
total value of property imperilled $6,502,134 
Of this amount $5,057,078 was 
eaved, and $1,429,057 lost, The number 
of vessels totaliy lost was 8S. In addition to 
the foregoing there were during the year 145 
cai ualties, to smaller craft, such as sail boate, 
ete , onwhich there were 348 persons, 346 of 
whem were saved and two lost. The proseriy 
involved in these instances is estimated at 
$111,420, of which $89,250 was saved and $13 

170 lost. In addition to the persons saved from 
the vessels there were S6jothers reacucd, who 
had fallen from wharves, piers, otc., and who 

weuld have perished without the help of the 
life saving crews. The extent of assistance 
rendered in saving vessels and cargos was 
greater than in any previous year, 402 vessels 
haviog been worked off when stranded, rapair- 
ed when damaged, piloted ont of dangerous 
places, and similarly assisted by the Staton 
crews There were besides two hundred and 
twenty-four instances where vessels ranuniog 
into danger of stranding were waraed 
off by eignals, most of them being probably 
saved from partial or total destruction. The 
number, violence and destractiveness of the 
storms during the year exceeded tho record of 
any year since the general extension of the 
service to the sea and Iake coasts. 
The number of casualities was greater 
by twenty-cicht than that of any furmer year, 
yet the loss of life was fifteon less than the 
average, and although the vessels of cargoes 
tuteily lost were twenty core than in any for- 
mer pear, the amount of property lo3t was 
ebly about $65,000 greater than the average of 
the preceding yeara, while the amount saved 
is ircrcased by nearly’$2 000,000.

The Grain Elevators in Duluth Destroyed 
by Fire. 

DuLvutH, Minn., November 25.--At eight 
o'clock jast night, the most disastrous fire in 
the history of this place broke out in the top 
of elevator “O,’ in the eastern part of the 
town, and in spite of the efforts of the fire de- 
partment, the flames communicated to the 
annex elevator “‘A,” to the new building near 
completion, and finally to elevator ‘‘A”’ itself, 
ard all were consumed, together witha row 
of nine frame buiidings, dwellings and stores. 
Of four menin elevator ‘O’ when the fire 
breke out, only one escaped. Charles Moore, 
watchman, after being Severely burned, jump- 
ed from the cupalotothe ground,a distance 
of eighty fect, and was killed. Laroche and 
Foreman Charies Lea are missing. Elevator 
*O” was built two yearsago by the Daluth 
and Western Elevator company. Goorge H. 
Christian, of Minneapolis, was the lessee. If 
cost $80,000, and about $50,000 had been ex- 
perded on the annex. The capacity of eleva: 
tor “O” was 500,000 bushels, and there were 
mn store 400,000 bushels. Elevator ‘'A’”’ was 
owned by the union improvement and clevator 
company. The building was valued at $125,- 
0. It contained 259,000 bushels of wheat, 
11,200 bushels of corn and 11,000of tlax see}. 
The tetal amout of grain lost wasabout 880.000 
bushels, valued at $585,000. The salvage on 
the grain is perbaps ten percent, The loss 
on the elevator and grain aggragates $349,000, 
insured for about $600,000,

AS THE ROPE TIGHTENS HWE CON- 
CLUDES TO TELL. 
S eatendetitniiinenaetanatetientaatinete ) 

The Murderer of Lillian Madison Preparing a State- 
ment Which Will Explain His Movements 
eu the Night of the Tragedy—An Appeal 
to Governor Lee for Commutation. 


RICHMOND, Va, November 28.—I¢ is stated 
upon what is regarded as undoubted authority 
that Thomas J. Claverius, the young lawyer 
who is in jail here under sentence of death for 
the murder of Liliin Madison, has prepared, or 
is preparing, a written statemont. It is be- 
lieved that inthis paper the condemned man 
will give an account of his movements on the 
night that Lilian Madison met her death in 


the old reservoir in the western suburbs of 


this city. In résponse to a message received 
trom Cluvyerius, Mr. F, A. Howell, of Alexan- 
dria, who submitted a statement to Governor 
Lee, signed by himself and six other members 
of the jury that tried the: prisoner, calied at 
the jail in response toa message received from 
the latter. Mr: Howell had along iaterviow 
with the condemued man, Thisis what Mr. 
Howell says transpired in that interview: 

“Aa I entered Claveriua’s celi he was stand- 
ing near the center of the room, He stepped 
forward, shook hands with me and invited 
me to take a seat. I asked him if he read tho 
Richmond papers containing a letter sigaed 
by myself and six other members of tho jary. 
He replied ‘Yes,’ and said that he didn’t 
blame us for the couree we had taken. I said 
tohim: “Tommy, God knows that not a man 
on that jury wented your blood. We only did 
what the law required at our hands—to bring 
in a verdict ef murder in the first degree.’ ‘If 
I make a statement to you,’ said the prisoner, 
‘giving au account of myself from the time of 
my arrival in Richmond up to the time of my 
arrest, will it make any difference with you 
and other jurors?’ ‘If you can prove your 
innocence,’ I replied, ‘every..amember of the 
juty will be glad for you to do so.’ After a 
few commonplace remarks I left the prisouer, 
promising to callin the afternoon to hear his 
statement.” 

Jaror Howell failed to call in the arternoon, 
but did eo at night, but too late to gain a4- 
mission to the prison. Mr. Willie Claverius, 
a brothe: of the prisoner, confirmed the state- 
ment that his brother contemplated making a 
statement of the character indicated, The 
impression is that this paper has already boon 
prepared, and wil’, it may be, be presented to 
the governor along with the doomed man’s 
petition for pardon or commutation of his sen- 
tence. The public will loog forward for the 
promised communication with intensa interest, 
What Cluverius is expected to reveal in that 
is of course the key note of the whole situa: 
tion. Ailthrongh the long and tedious trial 
and in the eighteen months that have inter- 
vened since its close, the one important qies- 
tion connected with the reservoir tragedy has 
been: “Why doesn’t Cluverins account for 
himself on that night if he can?’

tocay, and discussed their future course of ac- 
tion. Messrs. O’Brien and O'Keily, members 
of parliament, went to Riversiown to address 
a niceting. A platform was erected aud the 
chepel bell was tolled. Mr. O’Brien madea 
speech in which he Gevounced she government; 
declared that the Irish wonld be able 
to overcome the unworthy schemes for ra- 
pressing opinion. The police threatened to 
arrest him, but although he defied them he 
was not molested. Mr. O’Brien then weat to 
Ballpate, where the priest advised him not to 
talk, [He persisted, however, and the meojing 
wag dispersed by the police. The excitement 
in Sligo isintenes. The strocts are guarded 
by the police, Commouer Tanner 
commenced 4 speech ‘fin a field 
near town, when bh body of 
police appeared, and dispersed the meeting 
with bayonets. There was no riot. The 
meeting at Tolla, county Mayo, approved a 
plan for the coming campaign.

One of the Bomb Throwers Tries to Kill 
His Wife. 

CnicaGco, November 28.—It was not gen- 
erally known onti!l today that Heury Jansen, 
who made a murderous assault upon his wife 
early Fijday morniug, was a member of the 
“North Side Group,” one of the most rabid 
anarchists’ organizations in the city, 
and on the night cf the bom» ex- 
plosion was in an few feet of 
the place from where the deadly missile 
was hurled into the ranks of the marching 
policemeu. It appears that he had told his 
wife that he knew the mau who threw the 
bomb, and atood beside him at the time. It is 
believed that Jansen’s ettcmpt to murder his 
wife was dte to the fear 
that sho would got him into 
trouble by repeating what he had 
exid toher concerning the bomb throwing. 
Mrs. Jansen says that her husband also conf- 
ded to ber (he name of the man who did the 
bomb throwing, but owing to her feebloness 
and the nature of her wounds, it has been 
impossible to obtain the pame distinctly. It 
sounds like “Shurbeld.”’ The police believe 
she mears the missing suspect Schnanbel. 

The Inter Ocean has information that a de- 
liberate attempt was made Thursday night to 
assassinase Harry Gilmer, the witness who 
gave evidence at the recent trial of the anarch- 
ists, directly implicating Spies and Schwab, 
in the throwing of the Haymarket bomb. 
Gilmer was shot at while on the threshbold of 
his home, and the bullet passed betwoon his 
legs, lodging in the door. The shot was fired 
at a distance of less than ten foot. Gilmer 
chased bis assailant, but could not overtake 


him.

DUCKS AND GEESE. . 


Eome of Their P: cullarities—Crane Shooting 
in Florida, 

PasSaDENA, November 28.—The duck and 
gCosp thooting eeason commenced with the 
present month, to all intents and purposes, 
end the fine birds are now thronging the bays 
and inlets all along the coast, every water 
tank in the San Gabriel having its quom of 
ducks and geeee. The cause of this seemingly 
eudéen appearance of the birds is the bogin. 
ningofthe fall migration, these and many 
other birds leaving the north and retraating 
to the warmer countries of the south. Taey ) 
fly, a8 a rule, in flocke—the liar triangalar 
and other shapes being iliartoali. At 
this time theusands are killed off for the 
market, and the family parties are often wail 
broken up before the long journey is ended. 

Scientifically the ducks belong to the family 
enatire, the tree, river and sea ducks being 
the familiar *erms. There are many interest- 
ing facts wt them not geserally koown. 
One of the jrost beautiful is the wood duck, 
common in mavy partsof the country, ani 
particniarly int from the peentiar care 
they termn to take of their young. They often 
build in trees along the banks of streams, aud 
when the youtg appear it would seem some- 
thing of a puzzle how to get them safely to the 
water, a8 of aj creatures a young dack on land 
isthe mest ungainly; bat the mother wood 
dnck overcomes the difficulty by taking the 
cucki‘ngs in her bill and flying with thom, 
one by one, tothe water. The Canada goose 
iz eaid to have been observed to do the samo 
thing with ite young. 

Tne Gucks are nearly all noted for their 
beautifal p.umage, many having rich metallic 
buemand tints. Perhaps the littl Chinese 
mandarin duck is as attractive as any, and in 
Ching it afferds fine shooting, though being 
hard to follow: A triend of the writer, who 
igin businessin the Celestial Empire, hs 
made some atiompts to intreducs théam into 
this country. buc as fuwsportemen would ro.

Toshow 
that he wascorrect he pointed ont the powder 
éuwn spot on the breast of a bird we had 
and coriain)y with ite greasy, oily nature and 
the yellow decomposed features, the spot 
might well become slightly luminous uoder 
certain cenditions. I think I have heard of 
another cr perhaps ‘two moro instances of 
this kind. I have never heard of its boing 
seen by a trained observer or nataralist who 
was positive that the luminous matter elim- 
inated from the powderdown patch was 
the breast of the bird. It would be inter- 
esting to know if such an occtrrénce has 
been cbheerved on this cozst. Mr. Harris, 
an associate of Mr, Wakeley, of Pasadena and 
a well know collector of birds, informed 
me that once when visiting a heronry on the 
Maine coast he noticed numbers of pale lights 
moving about, which he thought belonged or 
were attached tothe herons. These wore cer- 
tainly not fireflies, being too large: and while 
he could not testify that it was a “bird light,” 
it certainly looked very munch like it. Ia all 
the breast mewder-down patches of these birds 
examired fh the writer, they could well be- 
came |dninune—in fact, from their peculiar | 
caiure it would be very strange if they did 
not, ' 
The moet corspicuous birds now flying ove 
nie tbe sané@bill eranes, large flocks being 
sien every day, and individuals being shot 
from time to time near the reservoira. Their 
flight is very beautiful, and much like that of 
the wild goose, one bird leading, the rest 


_ranging off in regular order on etther side. 


Their flight as obaerved from the Siera Madre 
fuothilisis a literal flying down hill. The 
birds first attain a height of « m'lo or 
so above the sea by flying roanud and 
round, uttering loud cries that 
canbe heard for a long distance~—at least 
three miles with the wind. Im the assending 
movement they present a magnificent appoar- 
ance. As they turn their white silvery feath- 
ers catch the sun and « galaxy of stars is sesn, 
scintillating for a moment and then disappsar- 
ivg, to reappear higher up. This circling is 
continued until a sufficient clevation is at- 
tained, when they form in line and shoot 
away, literally soaring “down hiil,’ covering 
perhaps five miles of country before it is nec- 
essary to rise again; and in these reposted as- 
censions and slides they attain the land of 
promise, which to them at presentis a warm 
eonntry for the winter months, ~——

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 TALMAGE'S SERMON. 


PREACHED YESTERDAY IN BROOK- 
LYN TABERNACLE. 


Rev. T. De Witt Talmage Preaches on th» Subject; 
“In Matters of Ohurch Attendances, Should the 
Wife Go with the Husband or the 
Husband Go with the Wife ?” 


BRookiyN, N. Y., November 28.—{Special.] 
The Rey. T. DeWitt Talmage, D.D., preached 
in the Brooklyn tabernacle this morning on 
the subject: “In Matters of Church Attend- 
ance Should the Wife go with the Husband or 
the Husband go with the Wife?’ The taber- 
nacle still retaius the decoration of Thanks- 
giving day, being specimens of American pro- 
duct from the north, south, east and west. A 
vast congregation sang the opening hyma, 
beginning: 

“Come, let us join our friends above % 
Who have obtained the prize, 
Aud on the eagle wings of iove 
To joys celestial rise.” 

For the greater part, the bymns used in Dr. 
Talmege’s church are old and familiar, and 
when the whole audience rises to sing, led by 
Professor Ali, the cornetist, and Professor 
Henry Eyre Browne, the organist, the effect is 
overpowering. 

Dr, Talmage’s text was from the thirteenth 
chapter of Gonesis, and parts of the eighth 
and ninth verses. “Let there be no strife, I 
pray thee, between me and thee, and between 
my herdmen and thy herdmen. Is not the 
whole land befure thee?’ Dr. Talmage said: 

Urcle and nephew, Abram and Lot, both 
pious, both millionaires, and with such large 
flocks of bleating sheep and lowing cattle, that 
their herdmen got into a fight, perhaps about 
the best pasture, or about the best water priv- 
ilege, or because the cow of one got hooked 
bythe horus of the other. Nos their pov- 
ety of opportunity bat their 
wealth, was the cause of controversy bat@ween 
thesetwo men. To Abram, the glerious old 
Bedouin sheik, such controversy seemed ab- 
eurd. It was like two ships quarrelliag for 
sea room in the middle ofthe Aslantic ocean. 
There was a vast reach of country, corn-fields, 
vineyards, harvests, and plenty of room, in il. 
himitable acteage. “Now,” says Abram, “let 
us agreeto differ. Here are the mountain 
districts, swept by the tonic sea breezes, and 
with wide reaching prospect, or there 1s the 
plain of the Jordan, with tropical juxurianco. 
you may Dave either.”’ Lot, who was not as 
rich as Abram, and might have been expected 
1o.~— take the second choice, made 
the first selection, and with a modesty 
that must have made Abram smile, sald to 
him: “You may have the rocks and the fine 
prospect; I will take the valley of Jordan, 
with all its luxurience of corn fields, and the 
iver to water the flocks, and the gonial cli- 
mate, and the wealth immeasurable.” Sotho 
controversy was forever setiled, and great: 
souled Abram carried out the suggestion of 
the text; “Let there be no strife, I pray thee, 
between me and thee, and between my herd- 
menand thy herdmen. Is not the whole 
land before thee?” 

Well, in this, the last quarter of the nine- 
teenth century, and in this beantiful iand, 
which was called America, after Americas 
Vespucius, but ought to have been called Co- 
lumbia, after its discoverer, Columbas, we 
have a wealth of religions privilege and op.

Especially is it unfortunate when families

1 ondertake a subject never before ander- 
taken in any pulpit, for it is an exceedingly 
delicate subject, and if not. rightly handied 
might give serious offense, but 1 approach it 
without the slightest trepidation, for! am 
sure I have the divine direction inthe mat- 
ters I propose to present. Itisa tremendons 
question, asked all over Christendom often 
asked with tears, and sobs, and heart- 
biesks, and involving the peace of families, 
ihe eternal happiness of many souls: In mat- 
ters of church attendance should the wife go 
with the hueband, or the husband go with the 
wife? First, remember that ali the evangeli- 
ce] clarches have enough trath in them to 
eave the sou), and prepare us for bappiness on 
earth and in heaven. 1 wiil go with you into 
any well-selected theological library, and I 
wil show jou sermons from miuisters in ail 
cenominations that set forth man asa sinner 
and Christ s6 a deliverer from sin and sorrow.

The foliowing remarkable letter was re- 
ceived at the Daily News office last night; 

SLEEPY HoLLow, Texas, November 10.—The 
greatest excitement prevails here. Nothing ‘s 
tslked or thought of but nature’s great coa- 
Vulsion Jast night, Atapoint seven miles 
southeact of this little country postoffice oc- 
curred last night one of the strangest freaks 
of nature reco: ded in the annals of the world's 
history. At the above mentioned point is ths 
confluence of two creeks, Post Oak and Cham. 
bers, the latterquite an important stream, and 
what would be called “ a river 
in the New Ergiand etatés. Here 
is located the cause for the torror 
and cxcitementthat have got hold of the 
people, An immense upheaval has occarred 
at that point, causing a rent in the earth that 
is horrifying to look upon. The topography 
of the country before this agouizing kick of 
old mother earth was almost a dead level. I: 
is Obe vast creek bottom, covered with dense 
timber; or was such before this occurrence.

A portion of the time today a strong 
esst wind has beon blowing, driving the heat 
to the west side of the opening, so that your 
coriespondent could approach sufficiently close 
to examine partially the inward appearance of 
the jawsof hell. No language, however awful 
or eloquent, could approach even the faint 
picture of 0 grand yet eo fearful a scene. 

“Imagine a fiery opening in the earth fif- 
teen miles long and 1,500 feet wide belching 
forth great clouds of black suiphurous smoke, 
from beneath which come the decp mutter- 
ings of subterraneous thunders whose voices 
speak only through the open mouth of hell, 
then may you form but a slight idea of this 
scone, As the wind moves the huge yolumoe 
of smoke aside it reveals huge monsters of 
every: hideous and conceivable shape writhing 
and twisting in the molten mass be- 
neath. Sounds and murmare like human 
voices in the awfulest agonics scem to 
come from right under your feet as you stand 
on the brink of this horribe chasm, Various 
theories have beenadvanced by experts and 
o'd women as tothe meaning of all this un- 
rst of old motherearth.

Unless tumorrow’s sun has a tendency to puri- 
fy the atmosphere or lift this sulphurous odor 
your correspondent will be compelled to take 
up bis retreat with the break of day. 

‘Animals, birds and ingects, even to the vi- 
vacious Texae mosquito, are leaving the neiz4- 
borhood of this awful display of naturoe’s fire 
works. Horses. cattle, hogsand dogs are lying 
dead through the timber, saffocated with the 
sulj burcus gatses that seem to be oozing from 
the ground. The ground is so intensely heai- 
ed for ten miles around that every living spear 
of grass and all the timber is dying. 
The picture of desolation and 
woe is frightfal even to contem-: 
plate, but imagine what it is to ove in the 
midst of all this loncliness. Aside from the 
remblisg noise beneath your feet the silence 
ia painful, ;

The sudden and mysterion: death of Mr 
Charlie Collins Saturday afternoon waa tho re- 
sult of a ruptured blood vessel in the bratu, 

That was the verdict of the coroner's jury, 

The jury of inquest met at the residence 
yesterday morning at 10 o'clock and began an 
investigation. Dr. Roach and Dr. O'Brien, 
who attended Mr, Collins after he was injured 
were present to testify asto the manuer of 
death. Dr. Boring, the county physician, and 
Dr. Wm. Perrin Nicholson were present also 


tomakean autepsy should one be required, 


Before the jury began its work the family 


made known their objection to an antopsy and: 


Dr. Nicholeon took his departure. Dr. Roa» 2 
wes introdaced as the first witmess and said- 
“I haye been attending one of Mr, Csilins’s 


children a, time past}. 1 was not 
out on Thiirsday, neither was I here 
on ‘Friday. Yesterday #fternoon— 
Saturday that was-about half past 
one o'clock I received a telephone message 
from Mrs, Collins to come ont. I presumed it 
wasto see the child,and came—I hadi not 
heard that Mr, Collins bad been hurt. When 
ITarrived Mrs. Colling met me at the door. 
She had the child in her arms and appeared to 
be excited. We cameinto thisroom. Theoro 
wasno fre here, and after speaking of the 
ebild’s condition, ahe remark «d: 

* “‘Doetor, Charley was hurt today.’ 

“] asked her how, and shetold me that he 
hed been thrown ont of a buggy and had 
received a broken arm. She appeared some 
whet excited, bat I did not attach any imvpor- 
tance toit, About this time some one who 
wes ip anotber room with Charley ran 526 
into the ba)l and cried: 

“'Ob, docter, come here, 
Charley is dying.’ 

“Mre. Collins started toward the room 
creaming and | followed ber. When I en- 
tered the room he was purple in the face anid 
was breathing with great difficulty. I began 
doing what Il could for him. I saw that” he 
was in a critical condition. I gave him s»ms 
brandy, got a battery, and put mustard blis- 
ters on him. I sent for Dr. O'Brien, and 
when he came Charley was no better, He 
did not live lovg after that.” 

‘Doctor, have you auy 
his death?” was asked, 

“Well, 1 can’t say positively, Soon after he 
éiid Mrs. Cojlins wenton about Mr. Dann 
spa Mr.Colline. She appeared to think he 
was respon. ible for the death. She spoke 
of the morphine Dr. O Brien 
bad given and eeemed to think that 
that bad something to dowith it. Hearingal! 
this I declined to give a burial certificate, bat 
eince thinking overthe matter and heariar 
what I havel am ofthe opinion that it was 
apoplexy—a rupture of a blood vessel in the 
brain.” 

“Would you give a burial cortificate so stat- 
ing now?” 

“] think I would’ 

“Couid the ae have produced the 
stroke?”’ 

“Oh, po. It would be hard to tell whats did. 
The fail may have been the cause, The mor: 
phine con!d not have predaced death within 
the time it wasin him,evenif the dose had 
been Jarge enough, I should prefers however, 
to have an autopsy sothat it might bs known 
more certainly.” 

“Would one show the canre of his death?” 

“Te might. To show that morphine caused 
it the blood would have to be analyzed, which 
can’t beConerow. I have heard it suggesied 
that maybe he drank some drugged wine. To 
find that the wine was drugged and caused it 
the stomach would have te be anaiyzed. If it 
a the rnpinre of the veesol inthe braia that 

uld be easily atcertained.”’ 

De O’Brien was introduced and gave an ac- 
count of his treatment of Mr. Collins, saying: 

“J found him suffering intensely and yave 
him a half ounce probably of brandy. I af: 
terwards injected the morphise. I brought 
bim home and heappeared to be doing wel! 
when I left him, except being reatless.”’ 

“How much morphine did you use, doctor?” 

“About a fourth of a prain, I guess.” 

“Ts that a big dose or a small one?” 

“A gmail one. In fact, I thought when I 
left him that 1 wonld have to give him more, 
becanre he was so restlees.” 

“Doctor, cam you tell what caused his 
death?” 

“No, nnless it wasarupture of a vessel in 
the brain; or it may have been that when the 
stimulants ip bim died ont, his heart refased 
to act. When I returned and found him so 

low, every symptom indicated apoplexy, as 
Dr. Roach has told you, His face was pur- 
pie avd his breathing difficult. Dr. Roasb 
ssked me abont -the morphine and 
Lteld .bim how much | had used and asked 
him to look at the patient’s eye. He did ag, 
and there were Do sympiems of morphine,” 

“Dd you refuse to givea burial certificate?” 

“Tl think Idid. I heard what Mrs. Collins 
said about the morphine and I wanted an in. 
vestigation, and shodid like very mush tu ces 
an antops'y made,” 

Lee 8. Dunn, the liveryman, was introduced 
and said that Mr. Collins and be were out 
driving, and went on Collins street, where the 
accident occurred. He had no idea that Mr. 
Coiling bad been hart. 

“What was the relationship between you 
and Mr. Collins?” the witness was asked, 

“He was tho best friend I had in the city, 
and I would not have had the thing happen 
for the worid.” 

“Did yen and Mr. Co!ll'ns ever fall out?” 

“Ob, we hed alittle quarrel once, but that 
wae all settled some time ago.” 

“What about?” 

“Abcut some rotes.”’ 

“Mr. Dann, do you know whether Wir. 
Collinge bad any mouey with him Saturday?’

C. W. Belton, who stays at Dunn’s stable, 
said that he wasatthe stable when Mr. Ool- 
linsand Mr. Donn left Saturdsy, and had 
about sold Mr, Collins seventy ponies for 
$2,000. 

‘Did Mr, Collins have any money?” 

“Yea, he had quite a iarge roll,” 

“How much?’ 

*T have no idea. When he spoke of the trade 
he took the money from his pocket, and after 
cennting it eaid that he did not bave enongh 

and would bave to give mea check for the 
balance when he and Mr. Dunn got back.”

The jury found it impossible to secure any 
thing likely to throw any Jight upon the sub- 
ject, yhe prepared a verdict putting the death 
dow n to the causce assigned by Dr, O’Brien and 
Dr. Resch, Dr. Boring, the county physivian, 
concurring with them. 

The mystery surrounding the death was not 
ekarcd away by theinquest. Tee jary and 
those who beard the testimony, however, were 
satisfied that it was accidental.

He Presches & Bermon on the Arction and the Hill 
Trogecy—Rev. J. W. Lee at Trinity Ohuroh— 
Services itthe Church of Our Father~- 
Interestic® Sermons Yesterday. 


Dr. Hawthorne preached « grand sermon 
at the morning service, The attendance was en- 
tirely beyond the seating capacity of the chureh, 
Hist: bject, “The Pharisees of the N ineteenth 
Ger tury,” was founded oa Mathew 3d chapter and 
$id verse: “Yeserpents, ye generation of vipers, 
how can you escape the damnation of hell?’ 

Said the dector, Jesus Christ was the model 
;reacher. ‘“‘Never man spake like this man,” If 
there were hypoorites before him he tore the mask 
from their faces and held them up to the gaze of 
the world; If there were penitents among his 
auditors he flung the white robe of mercy over 
their cffeoses and bade them come and lean upon 
his breast. The temper and manner of the preacher 
should not be the same on all occasions, There 
are times when his voice should fall as gently as 
the dew of heaven descends, there are other times 
when he should pierce like asword and consume 
like a fiame. Let us study the great teacher and 
we shall know when to smite and when to spare. 
When Christ spoke to the fallen, the friendless, 
the outcast, the despised, who were deeply con 
scious of their condition, there 
was no limit to his gentlenes:, 
Bot for the Pharisecs, whose dead hearts mistook 
their hypocrisy for holiness, his yoice rang with 
indignation and scorn: “Ye serpents, ye genera- 
tion of vipers,” etc. These are fearful words, It is 
very painful tosome people to think of the meek 
and. gentle son of God pouring a torrent of ridicuie 
upou men and holding them uptothe scorn of 
the world. Such people grasp only fragments of 
great truths. They have siudied ‘only one side of 
the charecter of the God-man. They bave not 
siudicd the acts and words which displayed his 
righteous indignation. A peop'e or sect who ig- 
pore tbe sierner elements of the caaracterof Carist 
have a defective ideai of Christian life. Thoy like 
that fire sud force necessary to the trne and victo- 
rious foldier of the cross. It nas resulted in the 
erowth cha civilization distinguished for its lack 
of rugged honesty and moral heroism. We live io 
enagein which not more than one maninua 
million dares to face his own thoughts and 
act vp to his convictions. We are fall of 
couventional phrases, polite reticence and soft 
compromire, which are utterly incompatinie with 
downright Christian honesty. That one man in& 
milliou who dares to speak what he thinks aad 
to act up to bis convictious is brauded by political 
knaves, Clubroom autocrats and ecclesiastical 
demacogenes as a fanatic. Wrath, from personal 
resentment cr from pessimistic disappointment, is 
selfish and ignodle; but there isa wrath of indig- 
nation agaivst wrong, against corruption, agatnosi 
meanness, which is Godiike. Such was the wrath 
of Elijah when he bearded aud smote the priests 
of Beal at their own altar. Such was the wrath of 
our Divine Lord when He literally whipped the 
money.changers and gambiers out of the tem: 
ple. Such was the wrath of Lutherand of Whitfield 
ou ccecssions. In their words and deeds there was 
no compromise wiih falsehoca or fraud or vice. 

Every effort to put them down, lifted them high-r, 
and gave grader significance and a migatler 
power io al! they said and did. I Ike repose, but 
pot the repore of the frozen lske. Winiand liglt- 
ening aud thunder are better than broodiag pesti- 
lence. better is the sacred fury of the reform than 
rélfish peece, Betteristhe agouy of battle field 
than the bonds of slavery. The history of the 
world’s progress is the history of successive cru 
radcs and conyuisious. The captain of our salva- 
tion ceme to produce moral agitation and spirismal 
conflict. Avy man who stands swordless, and at 
peace with the world’s vices and crimes, isan un- 
counied clement of the worid’s moral life. He -is 
a cipher. creation’s blot, a little dot on the earth's 
map toshow us where a maz roight have stood. 

You know my friend, it is not my hahbitto fight 
the Philistines and Pharisees of the past, you ex- 
pect me to aang this subject a littie nearer home 
and I wil] not disappoint you. Isthere any thing 
iu us like that which moved the wrath of Christ, 
against the|/Pharisees,and provoked hislipsof love 
to sey, “Ye generation of vipers’’ Christ de 
nounced tne Pharisees because of their 
hypocrisy. He compared them to whited sap- 
ulechers, full of rottenness. Now is that trae of 
an body iu Atlanta, of anybody in this house to- 

ay. 

In a community where the people crovda thea- 
ter to witness such an obscene and demoralizing 
exhibition as ‘the Devil's Auction,” there must 
be something Ted wrong: stili Atlanta com. 
pared to other Cities has a high standard of moral 
rectitude. I have said before; and I still say, that 
Atiants, morally, is the cleanest city I have 
known. If thisis not much for Atlauta, it isa 
dark pic'ure forthe restofthe world. God, andl 
aud you know that uader the surface there isa vast 
smo.utofrottenness in our midst. So filthya 
Grema as the “Devil's Auction” onght to be sup 
mes ed. Epectaculardrama! Very spectacular! 
And I] grieve to say that not mcorely the young but 
that cld bald heads crowdcd tosee the obscene 
spectacle. I repeatthatin acity that tolerates, 
patronives auc applauds such things there is some 
thing rotten beneath the surface. It has been da- 
nounced by some of the press, and a city that pat- 
ronizes it cannot make ugly faces at neighboring 
cities. Thereissomething wringinacity woer 
such tragedies occur asthat of last Friday. My 
heart failsme tospesk of ascene so awful, b>- 
cause it overflows with tenderness and sympathy 
for thore young men and for their heart broken, 
— parent.

CONSTITUTION: 

‘Perhaps a deadlier example of the demontacal 
ter aceed whisky was never given. Here weretvo 

rothers devotedly attached to each other. They
